_ 1918 was incomparably the greatest 
struggle in history, it threw up compara- 
tively few great military figures. Foch 
was great by accident ; none of the British 
generals can be regarded as much more 
than mediocre, and, although Brussiloff in 
his Way was a man of some genius, he, 
too, fell below the level reached by 
soldiers of less calibre in other wars. 
When the history of the War comes to be 
written in the calm atmosphere of 
posterity the man who probably will be 
regarded as the most highly gifted general 
of the whole struggle is Erich von 
Ludendorff.

He was the one man on 
the German side who refused to be 
stampeded. While the Teutonic world was 
rocking beneath his feet Paul von Hinden- 
burg became a symbol of solidity, and 
there is no doubt that but for his attitude 
matters in Germany would have been much 
worse than they actually proved to be. 

He was an avowed monarchist. 
Kaisertreu in every fibre of his being, he 
saw his beloved Fatherland handed over 
to the forces of disorder. Yet he never 
lost faith. One of the greatest sorrows 
of his life was the sight of his Supreme 
War Lord scuttling into Holland at a 
moment when Hindenburg was prepared to 
go with him at the head of his army to 
certain, but honourable, death; but even 
then he did not falter in his allegiance. 
All his traditions were monarchist, and 
he was too old to change, even if he had 
wished to bow his head to the storm. 
Years passed, and Hindenburg again was 
in retirement when his country called him 
for the second time. He now was a man 
of eighty years of age, but once more he 
answered duty’s summons and became 
President of the Reich. What it must 
have cost Hindenburg to bow himself in 
the House of Rimmon no man ever will 
know. His choice was agonising; but he 
saved Germany on this occasion from an 
even greater menace than that of 
Samsonoff’s Siberian hordes. 

Herr Schultze-Pfaelzer rightly lays 
much stress upon this aspect of Hinden- 
burg’s career as a German patriot.

White House’’ will not like Mr. 
kdgar Lee Masters’s ‘*‘ Lincoln: The Alan,” 
and it is well to warn them in advance 
that this new valuation of Lincoln is likely 
to anger anyone who believes that the 
Giettysuurg speech was one of the greatest 
orations of a talkative age. Mr. Edgar 
Lee Masters is not the man to pander to 
the sentimental streak of humanity; he 
sturtied readers with ‘‘ The Spoon. River 
Anthology,’’ and he has continued the 
genial business of startling Americans 
ever since. He does not whirl a club 
about his head while shouting slogans 
intelligible only to Americans after the 
fashion of Mencken; he is subtler and 
more inte!’ ible, more silent, more vivid, 
perhaps, than tle editor of The American 
Mercury; but he shares with Mencken the 
desire to ‘‘de-bunk,’’ or strip of senti- 
mental glamour the heroes of the one- 
hundred per cent. patriots. The Daughters 
of the Revolution do not like him, and 
already they have placed this book on the 
list of books which good patriots are com- 
mended to boycott. 

‘Lincoln was a cold man. 
about grotesquely dressed, carrying a 
faded umbrella or wearing p ludicrous 
plug hat. He was mannerless, unkempt, 
and one wonders if he was not unwashed 
in those days of the weekly bath in the 
foot-tu. For these reasons the myth has 
grown up of the easy, good-hearted 
Lincoln, the democratic Lincoln, who 
loved everyone, and whom people every- 
where hailed as Abe or Uncle Abe.” In 
fact, he allowed no one to be familiar with 
him. No one slapped him on the back with 
a hearty “ Hello.’’ Always he was addressed 
as Mr. Lincoln. Even when his father 
lay dying all that his warmth of heart 
could suggest was the writing of a letter 
which reads to-day like an eighteenth 
century sermon. : 

Looking at his hero from another angle, 
Mr. Masters says: ‘‘ Marriage with him 
had the slightest sexual aim. It was 
rather taken for social reasons or other 
self-regarding motives, all apart from 
romantic impulses. If the stories of Ann 
Rutledge and Mary Owens and Mary Todd 
do not prove this, nothing could. Lin- 
coln’s social sense was the origin of his 
moral It was his response to the 
call of the herd to regulate his conduct 
according to the herd law.’’ 

Viewed from almost every possible 
angle, Mr.. Masters piles witness upon 
witness to attest that Lincoln was the 
very reverse of the man whom he is 
usually believed to have been. His re- 
ligion and his politics, the two points 
upon which the whole Lincoln legend rests, 
are shown to have been arrived at merely 
to meet the passing conventionalities of 
the groups which he hoped would bring 
him to power. That he was not “a tech- 
nical Christian,” as Herndon quotes from 
Mrs. Lincoln, seems to be proven; and the 
political purist is killed by an examina- 
tion of the Douglas debates of 1858, taken 
in conjunction with the Compromises of 
1850, and the Kansas and Nebraska dis- 
cussions of 1854. 

The general belief that Lincoln made 
the United States safe for democracy will 
receive a severe shock from a reading of 
Mr. Lee Masters’s study of the President 
in the Civil War.

WEEK.

DUBLIN TAILORS IN 
DISPUTE. 


By Our LABOUR CORRESPONDENT. 

The tailors. employed by the Dublin 
Bespoke Clothing Company again went on 
strike yesterday. This is the third time 
since Friday that the men have ceased work 
in protest of new conditions of service which 
the employers are endeavouring to put into 
operation. 

The directors of the firm had notice served 
on the men intimating that they would be 
put on piece work, and if they refused to 
agree to the new conditions they were to 
accept a week's notice as from the day 
terminating their employment. On the 
expiry of the notice five skilled tailors came 
out, and brought their case before Mr. JJ. 
Q’Connell, of the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce. 

A conference was held at the Department's 
offices between the representatives of. the 
Amalgamated Society of Tailors, Tailoresses 
and Kindred Workers, and Messrs. White, 
the directors of the firm. 

An agreement was reached at that confer 
ence whereby the men would return to work 
on their old terms, and accordingly they 
resumed on the following Monday. Again 
the men struck work, alleging that the firm 
was not adhering to the agreement. A 
further conference between the two parties 
was held at the Ministry’s offices on Tues- 
day, and again Messrs. White undertook to 
re-engage the men at the. original terms of 
employment. Work was resumed last 
Wednesday. The men now contend, however, 
that the agreement is still being broken by 
the firm, and this attitude is considered by 
wthe men as a lock-out. ; 

At a mass meeting of the workers yester- 
day afternoon a strike 
appointed to deal with the situation, and, 
with the sanction of the Union, they for- 
warded a series of demands to the Bespoke 
Clothing Company, which included, among 
ether things, a demand for full recognition

of the Union and its officials; that any 
further altecations in working hours and 
conditions be first submitted to the Execu- 
tive of the Union, and for the employment 
of trade union labour only. 

When discussing the situatior with me 
vesterday atternoon. the directors of the 
firm said that the firm.had in its employ- 
ment one non-union man, who was quite 
willing to join a union. He was informed 
that he could not be elected until a day or 
two had elapsed. Yesterday he was met 
outside the premises by an official of the 
[nion and told not to resume work until he 
had been elected a member of the Union, and 
the firm was requested to dismiss him pending 
his election. This they refused to do. 

The director added that they had received 
the demands from the strike committee, but 
had as yet taken no action on the matter. 
They pointed out also that the strike was 
not the result of their breaking the agree- 
ment reached at the conference at the 
Department of Industry and Commerce 
offices. 

ANOTHER CONFERENCE. 

In all about 150 workers of the firm were 
affected bv the strike. 

Late in the afternoon the Department for 
Industry. and Commerce, through Mr. J. 
() Connell, intervened, and a conference be- 
tween the union representatives and the 
directors of the firm was held at Lord Edward 
street. The demands of the union were con- 
sidered. and eventually the directors agreed 
to accept the demands. 

The agreement was ratified at a further 
meeting of the workers held last night, and 
work will be resumed to-dav.

This week (a correspondent writes) is 
being held the tatnous fair of Ballinasloe, 
at one timé the greatest fair in the 
country, and still an important event, 
though not what it was thirty or forty 
yéars ago.

The last 
day 6f the fair is called the country day, 
and it is the great match-making day in 
that district. The voung women of the 
rural districte for miles around reserve 
this day for a visit to the fair, and the 
best frocks and hats are put on for the 
occasion. Manr a “ bargain “ is struck 
in the snugs of the public-houses between 
parents who give their sons and daughters 
away now 48 a préliminary to a marnage 
later on.

An Trishman for the Seuchelles. 


Dr. P. S. Walsh, K.C., who has just 
been appointed Chief Justice of the 
Serchelles Islands. is an Irishman who is 
well known in Dublin. He at present 
holds the appointment of President of 
the District Court in Cyprus, a post which 
he recéived only three years ago. His 
promotion, however, is well earned; for 
he has had very great experience. He was 
originally intended for the Church, and 
he spent some veare in a theological 
college; but afterwards he changed his 
mind. and took to the law. He has 
practised at the American Bar as well as 
in this country, and during the War he 
did considerable service to the Government 
in its recruiting activities, himself accept- 
ing a commission. After the War he was 
appointed to the British Ministry of 
Pensions in Southern Ireland, a position 
which he held until he received the post 
of District Justice in Cyprus. The 
Sevchelles. to which Dr. Walsh has now 
been appointed, are a group of about 
ninety small islands in the Indian Ocean, 
with a population of about thirty 
thousand.

James Trodden, a well-known Armagh motor 
proprietor and commercial traveller, was 
coming home from Pomeroy, driving his own 
omtor. When he approached the cross-roads 
he was “held up” by four men, none of 
whom he recognised. One of the men asked 
him for a lift to Armagh, and Mr. Trodden, 
not suspecting any trouble, said, ‘* Certainly ; 
get in.” Another of the men told him that 
his tai] light was out, and when Mr. Trodden 
proceeded to examine the tail light he was 
suddenly attacked by two of the men, who 
vigorously pummelled him with their fists, 
knocked him down, trailed him some distance 
down a side lane, and with a strung rope tied 
his hands behind his back, trussed his legs. 
wound the rope tightly round his body, and 
left him lying helplessly on the road. Before 
assailants switched off the 
lights of the car, which they also pushed 
down the lane. 


HELP ARRIVES. 

After some time Mr. Trodden, who was 
badly injured and dazed, just managed to 
make the main road, and did his hest to 
summon aid and extricate himself from his 
position. Eventually a "hus came along, but 
owing to the wind and rainstorm raging at 
the time his cries were not heard, and the 
‘bus passed along. Some time later a coal 
lorry proceeding to Mov came along, when 
Mr. Trodden succeeded in drawing the 
driver’s attention to his plight. The driver 
of the lorry and a man who was with him 
released Mr. Trodden from the tightly-tied 
ropes, and the driver drove him in his car to 
Armagh, where the matter was reported to 
the police in Russell street Barracks.

The Health of Cork. 


Value of Immunisation.

FROM OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 


OORK, Thursday. 


HE monthly report of the Cork City 
| Medical Officer of Health (Dr. J. C. 
Saunders) shows that the mortality re- 
corded is equivalent to an annual rate of 11.7 
per 1,000 of the population. Infant mortality 
is equivalent to an annual rate of 66 per 1,000 
live births, the corresponding figure last year 
being 67 
A very ratifying reduction has been 
effected in the incidence of diphtheria. The 
number of ¢ases occurring during the period 
was 12, as compared with 47 
during the corresponding period of 1930, 22 in 
1929, 16 in 1928, 29 in 1927, and 38 in 1926. 
The present figures have not been so low for 
over ten years, and it is stated that this 
condition of affairs is largely due to the 
campaign of immunisation which was em- 
Larked upon in 1929. The scheme had re- 
ceived very good support from the parents of 
the city, and over 7,000 children already had 
been treated, representing over a quarter of 
th: child population under filteen years of age. 
The scheme’s purpose was to immunise the 
greatest possible number of individuals. and 
thus to raise the resistance of the community 
in general, and it is considered that this 
object has now been achieved. 
The unprotected portion of the population 
will, however, always remain as a sort of 
breeding ground for the disease, and for this 
reason it is thought absolutely necessary to 
press the immunisation scheme still further, 
and to do evervthing possible to induce 
parents to bring their children for treat- 
ment.

Wholesale and Retail. 


In the Senate of Northern Ireland this 
week the Government was asked whether 
it proposed to introduce legislation to 
prevent ‘‘ profiteering ’’ as a result of the 
present crisis.

In the autumn of 1731 a young man, 
Samuel Johnson, departed degree-less from 
Oxford University. Not lack of letters— 
he was a prodigy of Latin learning—but 
lack of pence imposed this loss, which was 
repaired afterwards by the University of 
Dublin. He was poor in a rich company, 
and his proud spirit took equal offence 
when Christ Church sneered at the holes 
in his boots and when a kindly fellow- 
student at Pembroke offered him a new 
pair. On Wednesday—exactly two centuries 
after Johnson 's punctured boots shook off 
Oxford's dust—the Vice-Chancellor of that 
University, the Master of Pembroke, 
addressed Convocation at the opening of 
the academic year. He said that Oxford 
had ceased to be a preserve for the youth 
of England’s rich and well-to-do families. 
‘“ More than forty-five per cent, of the 
undergraduates are now receiving financial 
assistance, without which it would not be 
possible for them to come to the 
University.” If Samuel Johnson’s birth 
had been delayed till the first decade of the 
twentieth century, he would have begun as 
the “ prize boy ” of a primary school at 
Lichfield, would have passed through the 
secondary school with flying colours, would 
have gone to Oxford with a fat scholarship, 
and there would have charmed and bullied 
a host of young men not richer or poorer 
than himself. The Vice-Chancellor, Dr. 
F. H. Dudden, finds that the change is 
wholly good. To-day, he says, Oxford is 
being recruited from the widest field. 
Through the enlightened action of the 
State and of the local education authori- 
ties, it enlists now the best talent of every 
class—the flower of the nation’s youth. 
With few exceptions the undergraduates 
are ' persons of sound morals and seemly 
manners,’ and “ the general level of 
capacity, of energy and of achievement is 
probably higher to-day than at any period 
within living memory.’’ We wish that we 
could hear Johnson’s comment. He would 
rejoice, we are sure, in modern youth’s 
happier plight and in the fact that “ one 
mournful truth ’’ is a truth no longer ; but 
he was a high Tory and he had a genius for 
contradiction. é Sir,” his shade might 
say to Boswell’s, ‘‘ there is a danger that, 
while the stream of learning broadens, its 
depth may be diminished, and that a 
treasure which all men can acquire with 
ease may come as easily to be contemned.”’ 


A Great Ship. 


The announcement that the new Cunard 
liner, now on the stocks at Glasgow, will 
be launched before next summer must be 
gratifying not only to regular Atlantic 
passengers, but to all who are jealous for 
the future of British shipping. It is no 
secret that, since the British Atlantic 
liners: yielded their former supremacy in 
size and luxury to the great vessels of 
Germany and other countries, a large part 
of their profitable clientele has slipped 
away. To regain the “ blue ribbon” of the 
Atlantic, however, is not merely a matter 
of commercial importance; it has become 
a point of honour with the British | 


mercantile marine. The Naval Cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph 
estimates the new ship's displacement at 
84,000 tons, which is 20,000 tons more 
than that of the Majestic—the largest 
liner at present in commission—and more 
than twice the weight of H.M.S. Hood, 
the mightiest British warship. In every 
way the ship is planned on a gargantuan 
scale. From stem to stern her hall 
measures nearly 350 yards; her three 
funnels are roomy enough to acecmmodate 
several streams of road traffic, and her 
engines are expected to propel her across 
the Atlantic at an average speed of over 
thirty knots. That more technical details 
are not forthcoming is not so much a 
merciful ‘concession to the swimming 
senses of the layman as a result of the 
secrecy that Surrounds the monster's con- 
struction. Interested persons from several 
countries, it is hinted, have shown a keen 
desire to explore the shipyard within the 
last few months, and the company has 
been driven to adopt elaborate precautions 
to preserve its secrets.

A STRONGLY-WORDED protest, which 

& accuses the Chinese Government of 
failing to comply with requests to check 
the systematic anti-Japanese movement in 
China, will be handed to the Nankin 
Government to-morrow. 

The protest will accuse China of failing 
to observe the pledge given at Geneva to 
refrain from aggravating the situation, 
and will hold the Government responsible 
for the loss of Japanese lives. 

The League of Nations has received 
messages from the Japanese Government 
stating that the Japanese Government 
continues to urge the Chinese authorities 
to protect Japanese nationals in Man- 
churia. Notwithstanding that, these 
Japanese messages say, violent treatment 
of Japanese and Koreans in Manchuria 
by Chinese soldiers and bandits is becom- 
ing more frequent eVery day, and this 
state of things is extending considerably 
in China proper. 


MINE-LAYER DESPATCHED. 


In addition to the four destroyers 
already despatched to China, the J apanese 
cruiser Tenryu and the minelayer Tokiwa 
were to-day ordered tos proceed to the 
Yangtse, says the Exchange. 

The Japanese inhabitants of Yunnan-fu. 
one of the most southerly provinces of 
China, have left their homes, and gone bv 
special train to the French colony of 
Tonkin, according to a Reuter message 
from Hanoi. The Japanese Consul is the 
only member of the colony who remains.

The proposed five hundred million 
dollar credit corporation is expected to be 
incorporated within the next forty-eight 
hours, so President Hoover, the originator 
of the scheme, was informed by Mr. 
Harrison, the Governor of the Federal 
Reserve Bank. 

The credit corporation is to be set up 
as a New York corporation of nominal 
capital under a State charter. It will 
have power to issue obligations in the 
form of debentures to a total of 
500,000,000 dollars, to be taken over by 
banks in exchange for their subscriptions. 

The corporation will only take over 
loans ineligible for re-discount at the Re- 
serve Banks. 

The markets celebrated Mr. Hoover's 
constructive effort by soaring upwards, 
stocks and bonds leading, while commod) 
ties joined in the general advance on re- 
ports of the swift progress towards coi- 
pletion of the credit corporation. The 
more prominent issues closed two to eight 
points up. Railway bonds led with 
advances around six points. 

The sudden raising of the New York 
Bank rate to 24 per cent. surprised Wall 
street, though there has been some firm 
ing of the Money Market recently owing 
partly to foreign demands. The raising 
is believed to be connected with the 
Hoover corporation scheme.

PARIS, Thursday. 

ORD READING, Secretary of State for 

Foreign Affairs, left Paris this after- 
noon. A far-reaching exchange of views, 
but no decisions, sums up the work 
achieved during his two days’ visit. 

During their many talks the British 
and French Ministers learned a great deal 
of what is in each other's mind, and they 
once more seaied the pact of close Franco-

noon, Lord Reading said that he had come 
to Paris at the invitation of the French 
Government. MM. Laval and Briand ex- 
plained to him the aims of the Franco- 
German Economic Commission—estab- 
lished under the agreement between the 
French and German Ministers during their 
recent ‘‘ Chequers’’ week-end. Lord 
Reading was able to say that the British 
‘(> vernment cor::dered that a new era had 
crene’) in Franco-Germin relations, and 
that Great Britain would always be proud 
to participate in the development. of real 
understanding on both sides of the Rhine 
as essential to the maintenance of peace 
and economic stability. 


STABILISATION LOAN,

ences, Sir Frederick Leith-Ross had several 
talks with French Treasury officials on 
technical questions arising out of the fall 
of the pound sterling. It was decided that 
the two Treasuries should remain in close 
touch during the coming weeks.

ORGANISING 
VICTORY. 
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In a leading article to-day The’ Times 
says:—The broad outlines of the issues on 
which the general election will be fought 
have now heen made clear. They will be 
decided for good or evil on polling day, but 
it cannot be too widely realised that victory 
depends just as much upon the way in which 
the election is fought as upon the policy upon 
which it is fought. Those who support the 
national policy laid down bv Mr. Macdonald 
will make a profound mistake if they think 
that everything is set fair for triumph. They 
will have to face a Socialist Party which 
will strain every nerve to prove that the path 
of national solvency is as unnecessary as it 
is unpleasant, which is equipped with every 
artifice of an appeal to prejudice and of the 
exploitation of ignorance, and which, what- 
ever its quarrels in conferences, will have no 
quarrels in the constituencies. 

It is safe to sav that no single Socialist 
candidate who opposes in any degree the 
policy of a National Government will have 
his chance of victory endangered by another 
Socialist candidate. The supporters of the 
national policy will have to face also the 
appearance of candidates helonging to the 
new party, which, however uncertain in num 
bers or attractiveness, and however much it 
mav profess independence, will certainly do 
more harm to the national than to the 
Socialist cause. Finally, Mr. Llovd George 
has already made it plain that he intends to 
do as much damage to candidates who 
acknowledge Mr. Macdonald’s leadership as 
he possibly. can, and, though his influence has 
waned until it is incapable of swaying even 
his own party, it may prove to he far less 
nezlizible than its intrinsic strength would 
appear to warrant.

THE TEST OF DEMOCRACY. 

Against all these forces, many of them quite 
incalculable. the sapporters of the national 
policy cannot over-consolidate their strength. 
This general election is being fought primarily 
to secure a definite and unqualified result, 
namely — the resounding .epudiation of 
Socialist irresponsibility. It would be dis- 
astrous if it had so indeterminate a resull 
as the last election may be said to have pro- 
duced. That result, be it remembered, arose 
primarily out of the prevalence of three- 
cornered contests. 

This election will be the supreme test of 
democracy in two respects. It will test the 
common-sense of the electorate in returning 
a House of Commons which will save the 
country beyond a peradventure from the 
Socialist policy of insolvency.

CORK, Thursday. 
RESIDENT COSGRAVE arrived in Cork 
P to-day in order to perform the ceremony 
of cutting the first sod at the grounds 
of the Industrial and Agricultural Fair, which 
will be held next summer 

At a luncheon at the Imperial Hotel he 
spoke of the gieat benefits which seach an 
undertaking would bring to the country by 
stimulating the purchase of Irish goods. 

Afterwards he proceeded to the grounds in 
Carrigrohane road, where he performed the 
ceremony, a large crowd being present. 

Mr. George Crosbie, senior, in proposing 
the toast of “ The President’’ at the luncheon 
at the Imperial Hotel, explained the objects 
of the Industrial Fair. He said that it was 
a great and important work, and they had 
been led to undertake it by the necessity of 
doing something to encourage industry and 
agriculture in jreland. Emigration was now 
denied them, and the people of Ireland had 
again to turn their attention to working on 
their own Jand. The Fair was undertaken 
with the object of showing them how best 
to do so. 

President Cosgrave, in replying to the toast, 
said that the present world conditions were 
making it more and more difficult for highly 
industrialised nations io find employment for 
their own people. For the best part of one 
hundred and fifty years Europe had been able 
to find openings for its excess population in 
other lands in the Western hemisphere, in 
Australia, New Zealand, and South Africa. 
These avenues were now closed to them, and 
in Iveland one further outlet was also closed, 


for in former years many of their young 
men went into the British Army and Navy.

Yesterday a number of inhabitants of 
Dublin paid a visit to the Swiftbrook Paper 
Mills at Sagyart, County DubliS, and were 
shown the various processes of the manufac- 
{ure vf papers for which the mills have now 
become renowned. 

The Swifthrook Mills have been in exist 
ence for 130 vears, but some time ago were 
closed for a period of two years. They were 
reopened in January, 1928, under new 
management, and now give employment to 
eighty peopie. In addition to the making 
of apn and envelopes of various kinds the 
milis turn out the ywper used for Free State 
postage stamps, ofd age pensions dockets, 
wireless licences, dog licences, and the Jrish 
Hospitals’ Trusts’ Sweepstake tickets. 

The visitors, who were present vesterday 
on the invitation of the company, included 
public representatives and representatives ct 
the Hospitals’ Trust and the Press. They 
were shown the various processes, and were 
much interested in all that they saw. The 
paper is made from wood pulp, cotton, and 
rags. The company generate their own elec 
tric power, and in the manufacture of the 
5,000 gallons of water per hour are 
used. A very interesting feature of the 
marvtactnce i the distinguishing water 
mark. 

INCREASING BUSINESS. 

Alderman tinhbard Clark, chairman of the 
company, in selcoming the visitors, said: that 
the mills had mace wonderful progress dur- 
ing the last three years. ‘They all hoped 
that this state of affairs would continue 
They had seen with interest the machinery 
and the manufacture of paper for the Hospi- 
tals’ Sweenstaxe tickets. There was no nee.i 
for him to press on people the necessity 
for using paper of Irish. manufacture. They 
did everything possible to adapt themselves 
to the needs o: the country, and the mills 
had a very cecent export trade. The board 
and the staff had worked very well together. 

Mr. R. W. Horsburgh, managing directo: 
of the company, expressed the hope that the 
isitors enjoyed their visit. 


TONS OF SWEEPSTAKE PAPER. 


Mr. P. S. Doyle, T.D., thanked the man- 
agement for givng them the opportunity of 
going through the mills. They were very 
mucn impressed by what they saw. The Hos- 
pital Sweepstakes Trust had given an impetus 
to the mills, which gave so much employ- 
ment. About seventeen tons of paper would 
be used im the manufacture of tickets for 
the coming 'sweep.” He wished the mills 
every success. 

Mr. J. M. Dolan, Parliamentary Secretary.

in the milis the best class paper in the world 
was manutactured, and that under their can- 
able management the company was able to 
sell that paner in increasirg cuant ‘ties every 
vear.

NO NEGLECT OF CASES 
OF DISTRESS. 
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From Ourn Own CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Thureday. 
HIE Northern Ireland Senate to-day passed 
3 throurh all the remaining stages th 
hills which were discucsed in 
Commons dufing the autumn session.

rant of $98 to the W hiteabbey Nursing 
Society in aid of the supply of bread and milk 
to pupils attending puvolic elementary schools 
in that district The estimated cost of this 
service in the present financial vear is £120. 
The County Down Regional Education 
Committee ais were in the course 
of arranging for the. supply of free 
mid-day meals for some minety children 
attending public elementary schools in 
Newry. No other Regional Education Com- 
mittee, so far as the Ministry was awure, 
were at present making provision for free 
meals for school children, but the Ministry 
had every reason to believe that there wis 
no neglect of their duties by these Co,a- 
mittees. At present it apparent chat 
voluntary agencies outside Belfast. were 
usually sufficient to .cope with individual 
cases of distress. 


BILLS PASSED. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C., in moving thot 
the House agree with the Commons amend- 
ments to the Wiid Birds Protection Bill, 
expressed the hope that the bill would secure 
the utmost protection for birds, and the ut- 
most benefit to agriculture, with the least 
likelahood of widespread evasion of the law.

CORK AND PROPOSED 
WAGE CUTS. 
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From Our Lasour CORRFSPONDENT. 

1 understand that, as a result of certain 
negotiations which have taken place during 
the past couple of days. the situation that has 
arisen in Cork as a resuit of the threatened 
reduction of wages in the drapery trade has 
been somewhat ensed i 

For some time it appeared as though a 
strike in the trade in that city was inevitable. 
Fariy last week five firms in Cork, including 
Messrs. Alexander Grant and Co. 
Queen's Old Castle, ‘The Munster Arcade, 
Messrs. Cash aud Co., and Messrs. Dwyer and 
('o., Ltd., issued circulars ‘to the members ot 
the Irish Union of Distributive Workers and 
Clerks, stating that there 
immediate reduction of ten per cent. on all 
saluries in excess of £110 per year, and a 
further reduction of five per cent. on January 
I, 1932 

GREAT ANXIETY, 

The proposed reductions, | understagqd 
have been causing great anxiety and unrest 
amougst the employ:s m_ the = drapery 
establishments in Cork, and the whole pos) 
tion was reviewed at a meeting of the 
Executive of the Irish Union of Distributive 
Workers and Clerks. held in Dublin ov 
Wednesday night. 

Yesterday officials of the Ministry tor 
Industry and Commerce approached both the 
employers and the representatives of the 
union. with a proposal that a conference 
sheuld be arranged between the parties before 
the reduction came into effect. 
was considered by the Executive of the union, 
and, ] am informed, thev ac epied the in 
vitation to he revresented at the conference 
to he held im Cork this morning at 11 o'clock. 
It, is believed that the employers have already 
intimated their intention to participate in the 
conference. 

Mr ‘L J. Duffy, general secretary of the 
urion, has left Dublin for Cork, to attend the 
conference, and he will keep in close touch 
with the situation locally. At least one other 
representative of the Executive will be present 
in Cork during the week-end. The officials 
of the Department of Industry and Commerce 
have also gone to Cork to arrange the con- 
ference. 

There is every indication that the con- 
ference will result in a satisfactory solution 
to the problem being found. 1 was informed 
vesterday, on trusiworthy authority, that 
there is a disposition on both sides to find a 
basis of agreement, and if nothing precipitate 
happens over the week-end a settlement of 
the points at issue may be confidently hoped 
for. 

There is one danger, however. The reduc- 
tions were to take effect as from to-day, which 
is pav-day in most of the business premises 
affected, and fears are held that some of the 
employers will bring the reduction into force. 
Should this happen, it seems almost certain 
that a stoppage wil! take place to-morrow 
morning without further notice. 

The union Execative has conferred plenary 
powers on its representatives in Cork to cail 
ont all stafis if, before a decision is taken by 
the proposed confurence, any firm gives effect 
to the wotice to reduce wages. 

Some jour hundied and fifty workers will be 
thrown out of employment should a stoppage 
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take place in all six of the firms concerned.

In the formal sense this was not a lecture, 
but rather a charming entertainment, where 
the spoken word illuminated the picture, and 
the picture illuminated the spoken word, it 
defied any attempt to report it in the ordinary 
wav.

No more forcible contrast could be found 
than is offered by these two divisions of the 
French Repubiic, with both of which M. 
Susini is obviously extremely familiar. As 
he pointed out. the only common feature they 
possess is brilliant sunsiine. 


THE STORY OF PROVENCE. 

Provence is, of all countries, one of the 
richest in historic memories. Like Athets 
and Rome, it has seen many varieties of 
civilisation. The strata of the successive 
epechs are still plainly visible. The Greco- 
kkoman antiquity, the feudal and military life 
of the early Middle Ages, the later period 
with its religious influence, the 17th century 
were all presented in tuin upon the screen. 
Of the first-named period we had a view of 
Arles, the Arles that Barrés sang of as he 
sang of Aigues-Mortes, which we shall also 
see. Our view of the city, once the capital 
of a kingdom, takes in a graceful column and 
tne Greco-Roman theatre. ‘Then comes the 
uttle Grecian theatre of Orange. ‘Ine next 
view of Arles shows both a mediaeval tower 
and an amplutheatre of the earlier period, 
with the arena for wild beasts A similar 
aren: at Nimes is presented, and we get views 
reserved \Waison (C'arree, 
and of an Arch of Trajan. 
ruins bears some interesting sculptures. 

Leaving the early period, we are confronted 
with feudal militarism at Aigués-Mortes in 
the shape of a forbidding fortress, with two 
massive towers. Neither grace nor comfort 
coines into this picture; it only speaks of 
warfare. Again, the ramparts of another 
fortress overlooking a lagoon. 
Avignon, the city of the Popes, the towered 
piles are constructed for military defence, 
aid castle alter castle tells the same tale. 
Next come the religious structures, prominent 
among them being the Cathedral of Arles 
and the Abbey of Montmajeur. Of the present 
day we have a comprehensive view ol 
Marseilles, showing the port, a church, with

CORSICA’S HISTORY. 

Corsica’s story is as obvious to read from 
the photograplis presented. ‘Lhe cultivation 
of the iand was destroyed by invading 
barbarians. whose only purpose was to exploit 
wealth. ‘Lhey brought no culture 
in their tram. Kock-built strongholds, ugly 
tg look uvon, trown the clifis. ‘Lhere 
ara no homes of music and poetry, of mental 
cultivation of any kind. Corsica is proud of 
ner children, Paoh and Napoieon, 
them conspicuous i the lighter 
arts. We see the plain square house 1 
Ajaccio, where the Bonapartes were born, 
We pass through other towns—Corte, Calvi, 
Bonilacio We the wild.jbare country 
mestivy treeless; sometimes we find 
Leeches “pines, and in place the 
chestnut. Half-way up barren mountain 
sides we find the villages. and are brought 
face to face with the peasants, the stern- 
lcoking man on horseback, the woman seated 
on the wall, neither of them paying much 
heed to comeliness of attire.

| PRODUCTION IN IRISH 


AT GATE THEATRE. 


The Gate Theatre was comfortably filled 
last night, when the Gaelic Players opened 
their ninth season with the first production 
in Dublin of an Trish version of George 
fernard Shaw's Balkan comedy, “ Arms and 
the Man.” 

The s:anslat)on has been made by Micheal 
Mac Livs.whoir with all the ease and smooth- 
ness to be anticipated in work from the pen 
of the auther of “ Diarmuid and Gráinne. ' 
Here and there it lacks the acidity of the 
genuine Shavian dialogue, but, taking it all 
in all, the Gaehe rendering is as happy as 
its title, CGatge Gaisgidheach,’’ 
suggesting, as that the flavour of 
ancient Celtic hero-tales. 

Shaw. may be acquitted of 
or Cuchulain or some minor character of 
Saga in mind when he wrote this swash- 
buckling Balkan comedy, but there is a 
closer relationship between primitive 
champion and modern war-dog than appears 
on a surface view. The nature of the mill- 
tary man changes little from country to 
country or age to age, and Shaw is at his 
hest when parading him on the stage. 

In construction, the play ts excellent Shaw, 
neat and economical in speech, clear-cut, 
full of dramatic qualiv. Like all Shaw's 
work, it is good stage stuff and packed with 
irony, wit,and Shavian world-wisdom. Every 
sentence, every action, every gesture means 
definitely something, and hits straight home. 
Even indifferent acting conld not prevent its 
message coming across the footlights. In 
Ireland it is scarcely possible to mistake its 
meaning The scene may be in Bulgaria, and 
its characters may be Shavian creations in 
Balkan garb. but nebody in this country need

LOSSES BY DEATH. 


The Chairman, at the outset, referred to 
the heavy loss which the Society had sus- 
tained through the death of Sir Howard 
Grubb, and the following resolution was 
passed in silence:—‘‘ The Council has heard 
with deep regret of the death of Sir Howard 
Grubb, M.A.I., F.R.S., D.L., Governor oi 
the Society. Sir Howard had been a mem- 
ber of the Society for 63 years, and had 
served with distinction for many years as a 
member of the Council, Hon. Secretary and 
Vice-President. In recognition of his ser- 
vices he was elected a Governor in 1922. His 
fame as an inventor and scientific worker has 
added lustre to his native land, and was 
recognised by the Society by the award of 
the Boyle medal in 1912. He was a worker 
to the end, and so recently as last June 
exhibited at the Society's Bi-Centenary 
Exhibition a most yr v0 erp | model illus- 
trating a new method devised by him for the 
mounting of great telescopes. The Council 
beg to tender to Miss Grubb and the other 
members of his family sincerest sympathy in 
their bereavement.”’ 

The Chairman also made a feeling reference 
to the death of Sir William Orpen, one of 
the most illustrious winners of the Taylor 
Art Scholarship, and it was resolved :—‘‘ That 
the Council of the Royal Dublin Society wish 
to place on record its deep sense of the heavy 
loss which Ireland has sustained by the death 
of Sir William Orpen, K.B.E., R.A. The 
foundations of Sir William’s fame as a painter 
were laid in Dublin, where he studied at the 
Metropolitan School of Art, and the Society 
has always taken particular pride in his 
achievements, as, at the outset of his career, 
he was awarded the Taylor Art Scholarship 
in 1899, and again in 1900. The Society 
treasures two fine specimens of his work, 
which grace the walls of the Council Cham- 
ber. To Lady Orpen and to his brother, Mr. 
R. Caulfeild Orpen, R.H.A., the Council begs 
to tender their deep and respectful 
sympathy.”

Trade was scarcely as good 
or so well sustained, on the whole, as Jast 
day, but particularly good cows of outstand- 
ing merit, both heavy capacity type and 
heavier classes for shipment, were just as 
keenly sought for, and made about previous 
values.

EXPLANATORY LECTURE BY 
PROFESSOR SHIELDS. 


The rather severe depression in the United 
States since the financial crash in October, 
1929, was an Important cause of the failure 
ef the 1.345 banks that suspended payment in 
1930. The proposal for the establishment of 
a five million dollars corporation, as an- 
nounced by President Hoover on Wednesd., 
was an altempt to prevent the continuous 
strain on American banking institutions, due 
tradé depression, and the fall 
in agricultural prices, mainly grain and 
cotton, and the -ollapse of Stock Exchange 
securities. The farmers were unable to pay 
interest on their loans, whilst Stock Exchange

securities pledged as security for loans had 
fallen in value below the value of the loans. 
In other words, this was an attempt to 
liberate frozen bank credits, and allow the

This is the time of the vear when there is 
a general exodus of income tax assessment 
notices to thousands of taxpayers, and even 
non-taxpayers, throughout the country. It 
is also the time of the year when the Free 
State Income Tax Appeal Commissioners, 
Messrs. McCarthy and Smiddie, go on circuit 
for the purpose of hearing appeals. 

Fifty per cent. of the assessments now 
issued are probably incorrect, and, if so, the 
only wav of having them rectified is by 
appealing against them, within the twenty-one
